He stated chat hla aliter was bora March 6, 1923, i« 
married to FRITZ TICHY, ia the mother of two children, and 
rtaldea in East Berlin, She la a member of the Socialist Unity 
Party (SUP) > the^ communiat party la East Germany, She la a 
translator of books and pamphlets from the Czech and English 
language to German* He has been la correspondence with her 
because of the death of his father in March, 1964, He stated 
that through correspondence using cover language he has learned 
that his sister 4 ; HANNA,' visited in Prague sad- was in touch with 
a girl friend of his who ia aware of his possible Intentions of 
not returning to Czechoslovakia . He has learned that hit slater, 
HANNA, has* no Intention of notifying any officials nor her own 
' husband of thld fact. He learned that his sister intends to have* ; 
hla 'mother visit with her in East Berlin during the latter part of 
July and August and, if the news is released that Dr. BECKMANN is 
not returning to ’Czechoslovakia, the sister will be in a position 
to be with the mother during this period. He advised that his 
sister, HANNA, notwithstanding the fact that she As a communis tv 
understands his reasons for not wanting to return to Czechoslovakia .

“Ur. BECKMANN stated that TIC H Y , hir r mhBY- I K-laWT Was 
corn rn 1908 in Krumlov, Czechoslovakia. He is of German c::rrac-* 
tlon, having lived In that area of Czechoslovakia' wherein the 
majority nationality is German. FRITZ TICHY became a member t the 
Communist Party’ (CP) of Czechoslovakia in 19 27. He was recruits 
by tHe CP and fought on the Loyal 1st aide In the Spanish C ivil Va r . __ 
He was a Captain in the International Brigade. After the war he 
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ttc«p«d to Fra nc# mod was placed In a concentration camp In North 
Africa. TIGHT vaa rescued by allied /ore e» at the beginning of * 
World War II; Ha vent to England and volunteered In the Catch 

Arm y. He landed vlth^the^al lied forces st DunkeYque «

While TIGHT was In England, he set HANNA BECKMANN In 
1943, and they were married in 1944. After World War II, FRITZ 
and HANNA went to Czechoslovakia where he was active In the 
activities of the CP. FRITZ TIGHT was a full-time political 
worker. TIGHT than decided to go to Germany to help re-educate 
the German people and for a number of yearn lived ltrlhurlngen, 
Germany. "He had some type of position In a stats -sponsored 
sports society. TIGHT is not well educated but is a ''decent 
sort of msn. H .TIGHT moved to East Berlin where he continued in 
his work for this earn 1 -official sports society. At the present * 
time‘*flcfrr is doing some type of secret work fbr the Central - **" 
Committee of SUP. TIGHT has visited in the USSR and in' 
Cxechoslovakla as an official delegate of this sports society. * 
BECKMANN last saw TIGHT in 1962, when BECKMANN war on Kis Way to 
Copenhfgen. TIGHT once told BECKMANN of some Germans in “ 
Thurlngen whom ^ the USSR has sent to Western Germany to do some 
. spying but they were unsuccessful and returned. The USSR and * 
East Gfxmao Governments would not help these people upon their . 
return 'but he, TIGHT, felt sorry* for them and gave them some 
assistance. Because of this. Dr. BECKMANN la of the opinion — 
that FRITZ TICHT has not engaged in and is not connected in any 
way with any intelligence Agency of the East Getman Government. *. 



Dr; BECKMANN,' after World War TI, was assigned to s * 

commission to study reparations from' rainy* for Czechoslovakia • 
This work was performed In Prague after World War II. This work 
was supervised by the allied forces. 
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Re Kill W. M. DOBBS 

Dr. BECKMANN stated that In 1939, his family went to 
England at refugees and, because of the low that refugees could 
not work, it was necessary for them to live by obtaining help 
from various refugee and religious organisations. Dr.* BECKMANN 
was placed Ip the home of a Kiss W. M« DOBBS (who la now 65 years 
of age) and her . father (who la now deceased). Kiss DOBBS lives 
at 38 Vltherford Way* Selly Oak, Birmingham 29, England. Ha 
seated that he has tremendous respect and love for Hiss DOBBS 
because she was like a mother to him when he was a young man. 

Be requested' that under no circumstances ~ should she* be inters 
rogated about him as it would cause her considerable grief and 
concern.

Dr. EECtMANN related that beginning in 1948 or 1949, 
the CP la Czechoslovakia began asking him to Joi # n the Czech Army 
za the Party wanted to replace pre-war World War II officers 
with trusted communists. He did not Kant to do so and advised 
the CP. officials. He was. ultimately threatened with Party die* 
clpllne and, therefore, decided to Join the Army. He signed up 
for seven years.' When he learned that he was to be in the Avray 
he visited General REICIN. REICIN vas a CP member and very 
1 fluential in the Czech Government. REICIN told him that he 
would be assigned to technical work in the Second Department 
(Intelligence) and REICIN stressed the point that this vas to be 
secret work. No one was to know that he was assigned to this 
ty**e of work. 

BECKMANN stated that the only person who ‘knew that he 
was assigned to this department was his father. Dr. RUDOLF 
BECKMANN . He stated he has told n<> ore about this prior to the 
time he made his statement to the *31 in Kay, 1964. 
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fcBCTMAHM stated. that REIC1N vaa later arrested In 1951, 
placed on a "show" trial, 'confessed having cooperated with the > 
Masia and Was r hung in 1951. RKXCIN eas later cleared of any 
charge e5 cooperation with the Nasls. . »

He recalled that on one occasion the officer in charge of the B • ; r 

sectlon furnished him a magnetron cube and photostats of hand- 
written notes. These notes described an electronic circuit. He j 

stated that the tube end the notes pertained to radar; The [ 

Czech Army* had knowledge of this tube and It vaa of no intelligence : ' 

significance as all the detella regarding the tube had been j 

publicized In Journals; He thought that the tube' came from ”' I 

England^! He told the officer in charge of the B section that the [ __ 

tube end the notes were of little value.

the man who had charge of it vas an engineer who did not lite the . r 
type of work and vaa only in that* position a few months : In hia ; :r.'~ 

office there was' a "safe and he found :ln* the safe certain material t 

which' had been accumulated by h la predecessor. Included "in the p 

material vas a 'handbook written In English' and marked Confidential - f 
For Official Use Only," Hals not positive 'whether it* vas the 
property of the D. S. Army or IT, S. Air Force but it pertained to * I 
instructions regarding investigations. He' thinks that the name* of % *,;• 

the handbook was "How to Make Security Checks;” He believed that " "* 

this handbook vas obtained in Western Germany. 
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He stated that it v«a hia responsibility to prepare a 
report each month regarding hi* vork.^ Copies of the report were i 
furnished to Amy commanders, to high* government authorities* 
and one copy was furnished to the President of Czechoslovakia* 

He recalls on one occasion the head of the Second 
Department, General KLEN, asked him to prepare a report on what 
would happen to Prague If an atom bomb were dropped on the city* 
BECKMANN obtained through public sources a report from the United 
Nationa commission which investigated the atom bomb destruction 
of Hiroshima* Prom the conclusions of this report he' then drew 
up a report showing that there would be a total destruction of 
Prague if such a boob were dropped on the city* When his report 
was submitted to his superior he was told that he would have to 
redo the report because the Second Department could not furnish * 
such a report to the President* He argued with his superior, ,1 
but to no avail, and he assumes that he must have 'Vatered" down 
hit report* 

He stated that sometime in 1950, he was transferred to 
the B section* A Colonel REHOR was in charge of this section* 

REHOR was a member of the CP but was also a pre-war officer; 

REHOR was replaced in 1953 by Lieutenant Colonel DOSEK who also 
was a pre-war officer* DUSEK did not resuln in this position 
very long* . 

After being transferred to the B section, he no ledger - ^ 

worked in the General Staff Building but was allowed to have an „ 
apartment as a ’task*” He was supposed to gather the technical 
information himself • He stated that he was not given any 
identification card indicating that he was connected with the 
Second Department' as other officers of ‘the section had. He 
stated that although he was supposed to recruit agents, he 'never 
did so. He stated that he was not in the B section very long 
when he vaa dismissed* 
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He itAtad thit tha B taction cantor had about twenty 
officers and was located on the third floor of the Central Staff * 
Building in Prague, He a ta ted the B lection vaa divided up into 
subsections by vaa tern power countries . He assumed that there 
vaa a'aaction pertaining to England and the United States; another 
, Section pertaining to Cenaany; another section pertaining to 
France; etc. He stated that all of the official# in the B and A 
section* ware Czechs. lie recalls, ’however, seeing' a Russian visit 
in tha office of the B* section chief on 'several occasions. Ha 
never knew the identity of this Ruaaian. 

stated that it vaa the responsibility of the various 
officers in the B section to supervise the vork of agents who 
'lived In Czechoslovakia which agents handled agents abroad; Ha 
Stated that there vaa an "evidence" subsection lit the B* aection • 
and he asaumdd that this aection had the files* of all of the 
agents operated by the Second Department. 

He explained that when a case officer In the B aection 
obtained Information from their respective agents ,* material vaa 
furnished to the A aaction for evaluation but there vaa no 
Indication on the material who furnished the Information. Ha* 
stated that all agents operated by the B section used code names. 

He recalled that the English subsection of Section B 
was headed by a tzmn named'HORAK. BORAX fought’ in Che Spanish* 

Civil War and vaa later removed from the Secbnd Department and 
he later learned that HOPAK vaa a “turner" of a lathe In tome 
factory in Prague. 

*" ' h#' remarked chat he recalls hearing statements made* by 

various officers in the B' section that they vere being reprimanded, 
for not spending enough money. 
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There Was a "personnel" subsection lo the B section 
which had the responsibility of making security checks of the * 
personnel in the Second Department, there vat also an "automobile" 
subsection Which handled the administration of the automobile# 
used by the various agents in the B section. Re recalls that the 
B section had a good network of agents in Germany but had none t - 
works in the United States or England. He is cf the impress ion * 
that all of the material obtained in the western bloc countries, 
except Germany, waa obtained through Ceech military attaches. 

During the period that he was in the Second Department , 
he attended an Intelligence course or school. The school lasted 
approximately three hours a day for three to six months. The ~ 
school vas held In the General Staff Building and there were ap- 
proximately fifteen in his class. The personnel of the class was 
made up of people from the A and B sections, together with 
individual agents who lived in Prague and were operated by case 
officers in the B section. He stated that the lecturers at the 
school were primarily pre-war officers who had worked in Intel-* - 
licence for a number of years. Some of the students in the class 
were given certain assignments ss lecturers, including himself." 
BECKMANN stated* that he taught the English language; however, he 
never got beyond the ”1 am, you are, he is, the book la on the 
table" stage. 



He stated that a pnotographer who had previously been 
an experienced commercial photographer and vas assigned to the- ; - 
B section lectured on micro photograph. They used 35 and 16 on. ^ 
film. They received no training in micro -dots, although the 
photographer mentioned that the western powers had been success- 
ful in the use of micro-dots. 

-• They had considerable training and lectures* in the use 
of codes, he recalls that the primary method or use of codes" 
vas the substitution method. He explained this by stating that it 
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would bo necessary to have the name of a city where only one letter 
of the alphabet was used In the spelling of the city, together > 
with a series of lumbers which are veil known to the agent, such 
as his date of birth* Having known this particular word end 
series of numbers, the alphabet is completed by listing those 
letters not Included in the name of the town and then'by the use 
of the known numerals, such as your birth date, these letters 
and numbers would be substituted for a particular message* * 

He stated that the students also learned the German 
language* They were urged to learn the Russian language; however, 
there ware no instructors in the Russian language* All the 
Instructors were Czech* 

He recalls that they had considerable training in the ' 
type of agents to be developed* He mentioned* the "tipper" who * • 

would pick out certain Individuals for recruitment. Another 
agent was the 'Vecrutter" who attempted to recruit the agent* 

The operation agents were classified as "resident" or "walker*" 

He stated that they learned about dead letters drops and live 
letter drops* ^ 

He stated that the instructors who spoke about agents 

used as examples their work In Hungary* * He stated there was ' 
never any mention by any instructor about the use of agents in 
the Halted States or England, 

He recalled that during these schools many of the B . 
section officers and instructors mentioned that the Czech 
Ministry of Interior had more money and more personnel* Be 
related :hat in March, 1951, soon after the afreets in the * 

"Slansky purge , ” he was given a piece of paper notifying *hixa 
that he was being dismissed because ha had been an officer in 
an Imperialist army (BAR)* He was to report to a commission for 
assignment tb work in a coal mine to "cleanse himself*" He 




Dr* BECKMANN stated that he had been avare of the feet’ 
that the Ministry of Interior had a civilian intelligence agency, 
that it was larger in personnel and had a greater budget than 
the intelligence agency of the Czech Artsy* 

He stated that in 1957, after he had received permission 
to go to the United States to attend a convention of t®SI 
(International Scientific Radio Union), he received a suanoo* 
to visit the Ministry of the Interior* He met with two men in 
an office* One of the men used the code nacje of "KtiD&NA*” Ha 
vas interrogated at great length as to whether he would defect 
from Czechoslovakia and regain in the United States. He told 
than that it was foolish for them to ask him to swear that he 
would not defect because if he intended to defect, he would lie 
to them and- would swear to the fact that he was coming hose* 

They then asked him to do something for them and asked him co * 
sign a paper that he would agree to cooperate with the security, 
forces of the Ministry of Interior* '* He stated that he did noc \ 
want to sign this paper but in the end he decided to do go, know- 
ing that they would not allow him* to leave the country** He 
Stated that he underlined the word In the statement that he 
would cooperate with the security forces voluntarily* He' was 
asked* to' bring back a road map* of the UniteTstates , names and 
addresses of scientists or others who might be considered for 
recruitment as intelligence agents and to prepare a report of 
what *he had seen in the United States. 
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He stated that he later net with KUDRNA In a coffee 
shop end KUDRNA asked him to bring hln back some American f 

cigarettes but cot to report to anybbdy in the Ministry of 
this request. During this interview with KUDRNA, KUDRHA told 
hie that in looking for individuals who might possibly be 
recruited, he should find someone who was in debt or might 
have some other problem where they need financial assistance. 

BECKMANN stated that these individuals did not so 
designate the nationality of thesa people he was supposed’ to 
look over but he assumed that they were referring to Americans. 

Be stated that he left Prague in September, 1957, 
for the Obi ted States. He had been told to get in contact with 
someone at the Czech Delegation to the United Rations in New 
York City. ' Ha said that the Delegation was located on a cross « ; 

street. Ha' cannot recall the name of this individual. 

He stated, that the United States had granted him * 

only a ten-day visa to remain in the United States; however, 

when he esme to Boulder, Colorado, he learned that the delegates 
to U&SI had arranged a trip to the Grand Canyon.* He then re- 
quested, telcphonically, an individual in the Czech Embassy in 
Washington, D. C., to make a request of the Halted States State 
Department to extend his visa, allowing him to remain in the 
Halted States over the ten-day limit. Re then forwarded his 
Czech passport to the Czech Embassy in Washington, D. C«, to 
have this approval stamped in his passport. He instructed them, 
after they received the approval, to mall his passport to him 
in care of the Czech Delegation in New York. 

• • He received information telephonlcally from the Czech 
Embassy that 'permission had been granted him and he, therefore, *' W 
took the trip to .Grand Canyon and then to New York City. 
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He stated that when he visited the Czech Delegation 
to the United Nations In New York City, he learned that the 
passport was not there and telephonic ally contacted the Csech 
£mbassy In Washington, D . C., where he learned that they had 
mailed hie paesport to the URSI office at Boulder. 

He atated that he contacted this individual' In the 
Czech United Nations Delegation office. He cannot recall this 
Individual's name. This Individual asked him if he had found *' , 
anyone who might possibly be recruited for Intelligence work. 
BECKMANN stated he told the nan that he would not furnish any 
information -to him, nor any report to him, as* he had not been’ 
instructed to do so by the Ministry of Interior agents In 
Prague.* This individual told him that both of them must havs* 
received different instructions • BECKMANN stated that he has, 
during the past week, attempted to recall the hsmeof this 
individual but he cannot do so at the present time. 

He steted that when he returned to Prague he was 
contacted by XUDRNA. He gave XDDRNA a road atlas of the United 
States which he had purchased for $1*50; he gave him some 
cigarettes and 'ha told him he did not find anyone who he thought 
was available for recruitment for intelligence work. BECKMANN 
stated he had made up his mind before ever visiting the United 
States that he was not going to have anything to do with this 
request. 



He stated he made i report of his visits In the 
United State's Lo the Ministry of Interior but that the report 
included only the Information that he traveled to Mount Evans, 
to Colorado Springs, - Color : *:o, and to the Grand Canyon.* He re- 
ported that he did not mention anything In his* report about any 
military Installations, as he knew nothing about such install*- 
tiona, and would not have been able o report on such an instal- 
lation If he did see one. He recalls reporting that he saw a 
lot of U. S. Air Force personnel in Colorado Springs. 
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Re stated he filed « scientific report for the Ouch 
Ac ft deny of Science end that report Included the information 
regarding various public speeches given «t the URSI conference 
in Boulder; He et« ted that the study of this group pertains to 
general knowledge end does not pertain in any way to any 
scientific knowledge of s military nature. # 

Information Regarding the "Cooper Affair* 1 

BECKMANN stated chat in 1936* after having received 
numerous ‘ lnvi cations in the past to attend the nee c Inge of the 
German Committee of URSI, he was finally allowed to attend the 
April; 1958,* meeting held in Kleln~Heubach* West Germany. Ha — 
stated that- tha conference was attended by 100 or 150 scientists 
and that It was held in an old castle owned by the German Post 
Office Department* He explained that this agehey’ of the* Western 
German Government has charge of scientific research of Western 
Germany.

•’ He related that at the end of one conference in the 

*oorhlngV the Chairman of that particular conference made the*'* 
public announcement in the presence of at least 1*00 scientists * 
that* "Dr. BECKMANN from Chechoslovakia Is wanted in the lobby*." 
He stated that he walked into the lobby and was approached by a - 
man who l^.ntifled himself as "COOPER," He' stated that this man 
was approximately 40 years cf age* spoke excellent English* but 
was of "Slav" extraction. 

COOPER asked him if he were PETR BECKMANN who was r 
formerly In the RAF and wanted to know if he would talk with bin: 
BECKMANN stated* "Why not?" COOPER stated he was an RAF welfare 
officer and was surprised that BECKMANN would talk with him'* 
because so many other former RAP people In Czechoslovakia would 
have nothing to do with him. 

• - ' COOPER Invited BECKMANN to have lunch with him in the 

restaurant on the main floor of the castle.

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The conversation lasted between one and two hours. 
During this period, BECKMANN* a associate scientists came in > 
sod out of the restaurant end observed him tailing to this 
Individual named "COOPER.** COOPER asked about former Csech RAF 
of fleers,; who were now in prison in Prague. BECKMANN said that 
he could recall knowing only one of these individual who was of 
Interest, to COOPER* COOPER then gave 3ECXMAKN a sheet of paper 
that included ten questions. The questions were handwritten In 
pencil* COOPER stated that he had received those questions via 
teleprinter fromthe Air Ministry and was requested* to ask ' 
BECKMANN if he would answer these specific questions. 

BECKMANN stated that the first five or six questions 
appeared * to 1 be harmless but the last four or five questions ap- 
peared to be specific questions of an espionage nature* Re 
recalls one of these letter questions as pertaining to what 
method the Csech Government was using In jamming radio* trans- 
missions to Chechoslovakia . Ke recalls another question pertained 




to what frequencies were being used in Chechoslovakia concerning - ( . * ./J: 

“t Ke use of radar by Czechs. At the bottom of the paper was written, f- 

"Attempt to sponsor a visit to Britain." BECKMANN stated that he I- -- . r 

asked COOPER if he could keep the questions 1 . COOPER said, "No,** i : j?V 

as he had tc ^end them back. : 



BECKMANN told COOPER that he would not answer any of 

the questions because he did not vent to get Involved in espionage 
vorkv BECKMANN stated that he told COOPER he had no' knowledge or- 
no way of knowing that COOPER was an RAP' officer or was connected 
with or represented a British Intelligence agency: BECKMANN 

stated that COOPER could very well be a provacateur under the 
control of the Czech Intelligence Services, checking up on 
BECKMANN. 

• BECKMANN was of the opinion that COOPER wee a Slav"* 

because COOPER, although speaking good English, never used any

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"articles” which was an Indications BECKMANN that COOPER possibly 
could have been of Slavic origin. BECKMANN stated that ha was also 
worried about COOPER because It appeared that COOPER vat vary fool- 
ish in approaching him at a scientific meeting where so many of 
the scientists knew BECKMANN; also, that COOPER talked with him 
In the presence of these scientists In this restaurant?. BECKMANN 
stated It appeared very foolish for COOPER to actually hand him • 
a aheet of paper which contained these questions, described above, 
and also contal: d Instructions for COOPER to attempt to have 
BECKMANN visit in England. 



BECKMANN stated that he told COOPER that he would be ” 
required to report his meeting with COOPER to the Csech: officials 
because if ‘he did hot report this meeting and COOPER turned out 
to be a~Csech "provacateur,** then he could blackmail BECKMANN. * 



BECKMANN stated he pointed out to COOPER that COOPER 
had no available identifying documents with him, nor did he have 



any knowledge of BECKMANN* a life in England to prove to BECKMANN 



that he was legitimately representing British intelligence. 



COOPER asked BECKMANN how he could prove to him that 
he represented British intelligence. BECKMANN told COOPER that ■••• 
if he could show him in the future BECKMANN* s alien Identification 
number which was In the property of the Birmingham, England, 

Police Department; and which number was known only to" PETR ’ * 
BECKMANN' in ‘Czechoslovakia . that would be one way of proving his- 
authenticity. 



COOPER stated* then, "This means you'are 50-50?” 
“BECKMANN replied, "No, it means that I am 0-0." 



'BECKMANN stated that COOPER asked him if he needed any 

money and when BECKMANN declined to receive any money,' COOPER 
asked ~hlm If he could give him soma nylons to take home to 
Csachoslovakia. rsCKMANN stated he not Interested. 
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At this time COOPER gave him cha information that If 
BBC KMAKNds aired to communicate vich COOPER, ha should send a cabala 
to "Schroud, London,” and sign the communication, "PETER." All 
that BECKMANN needed v to d>vas to .indicate In the cable that he 
would be In a particular hotel in a particular country on a 
particular data, « ’ 

He atated that after the converaation and COOPER had 
left; a acientiat from Eaat Germany, the identity of whoa he 
cannot recall, approached EECXNANN and aald, 'Vaa that western 
intelligence trying to recruit you?" 

BECKMAKN stated when he returned to Prague he had a great 

problem as to whether or not to report this matter. He atated 
.Chat although COOPER appeared to be very sincere, he vaa a little 
susplcioua of him. BECXMAKN' stated that if British intelligence • 
vaa attempting to recruit him, they tfould have been more careful 
In 'the approach and they would have had aoae Identifying material 
proving to him their authenticity. 

BEQCKAHH stated that he was in a "squeeze." He 

decided to report the matter "half way."

• He stated that he contacted KDDRNA at the Ministry of 
Interior. Ha was then Interrogated in a coffee shop by KDDRNA 
and -another 'man who used the code name of "KAVRANEK. " He 
Stated- he 'told them that he had been approached and that he had - 
declined* to work for orfurnlsh any information to - the 'British 
representative •' He stated he identified the contact as a* Mr. 
COOPER who was a -welfare officer of the RAF. He stated he gave * 
a hazy description of COOPER.' He atated he knew that COOPER was 
a code name being ~uaed by this individual and - that the description 
he furnished was of no assistance In identifying "COOPER," 
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He stated that he did cot give the information to the . 
Czech Ministry regarding the cable address where he could contact 
COOPER. He did not tell the Caech Ministry about h la alien 
number at the Birmingham, England, Police Department, known only 
to him* 

He stated that he was instructed by Caech Intelligence 
agents to accept cooperation with COOPER. He atated that his 
further contacts with the Caech Ministry of Interior were with 
a man named "MARYAN" and KAVRANBK. KAKVAN told him prior to his 
vialt to Liege In 1958, that he should attempt to contact COOPER* 
Dr, BECKMANN atated' that on ’the ascend day at Liege, COOPER 
showed up and contacted him. BECKMANN told him that he bad no 
time to talk to him. COOPER had with him PETR BECKMANN* a alien 
registration number which he apparently had obtained from the 
Birmingham, England, Police Department. 

When he returned to Prague he told MARYAN and HAVKANEK 
that he did not eee COOPER. 

* He stated that in I960,%£\en he planned to visit London, 
he v-is contacted by MARYAN of the Czech Ministry' of Interior. 
KARVAN told him to gain COOPER'a confidence but not"to tell' him 
anything that was secret. BECKMANN was to accept any proposal' 
made by COOPER and, upon hi* return, report this information to 
KARVAN. 

BECKMANN stated that by this time he felt* that the ** 
Czech Ministry ’was watching him and he was very careful when hs 
went to London* He stated that COOPER did not contact him nor 
dld anyone else representing any intelligence agency. Upon hie 
return to Prague, he telephonlcally advised MARYAN that he* had 
not seen COOPER. He stated he did not think that KARVAN believed 
him.

In the spring of 1963, a man who used^a coda name 
that BECKMANN cannot recall, contracted him In Prague and 
claimed to have known BECKMANN when BECKMANN was in thy Second 
Department of the Czech Army. BECKMANN stated he did not know 
the man. The man said, “You taught us English." The man alto 
mentioned "MARYAN 1 a" name. This man wanted to know why BECKMANN 
had not cooperated with the Czech Ministry of Interior in the 
"Cooper , Affair ." BECKMANN told him that he wanted nothing to 
do with espionage activities; This mar, tcid BECKMANN that he 
would again review BECKMANN V file as he wanted BECKMANN to ' 
"do a Job," BECKMANN stated that this man never contacted him 
Again. ■ 

BECKMANN recalled that sometime In 1958, XtJDRNA asked 
him to spy on a girl who worked la the OIRT office in Prague. 

He stated that this was the radio and television union of* 
eastern countries. He told KUDNKA that he would not spy on any 
col leagues •
